Not only do people pamper 
pets, a growing number are pay- 
ing up to 56, (XV for kidney trans- 
plants and chemotherapy. 

• “And why not?" said Michael 
Garvey, who chairs the Animal 
Medical Center of New York's 
^crgcncy department. “After a 
hard day at work, your pet is 
always happy to sec you. You 
can’t always say that about all 
the people in youthome.’’, 

Garvey is one of about 2,600 
animal doctors in Chicago for a 
weekend conference on pet treat- 
ments unheard of a few yearsago 
and still largely unknown to 
many pet owncrs.-The vets are- 
spcciaUsts in internal medicine, 
cardiology, neurology and oncolo- 

gy- 

While some may smirk at the ‘ 
otion of using endoscopes or 
trasound to pinpoint a tumor in 


pets and will do anything to avoid 
cuthono^a.' I'm not seeing people 
running away from the costs 
because they care that much for 
their pets.” 

For those pet owners who do 
find it hard to pay 5300 to 5600 
for chemotherapy or from S34i00 
to 56,000 for a kidney transplant, 
there is help in the form of insur- 
ance. 

“Pet health insurance has been 
out there for decades, but the 
industry has suffered from the 
worst marketing effort since the 
Edsel,’l said Garvey. ' . . 

Monthly premiums range from 
580 to $100, but don’t cover regu- 
lar checkups, Garvey said. , 

Many remain unwilling to 
spend large sums to keep ill pets 
alive.-Chicago-rcsident Bill 
Gcrstcin, who has been rescuing 
stray dogs for more than a 


decade, thinks that kind of devo- 
tion is excessive.

According to state law, it' is unlawful to 
sell a firearm to anyone under 16 years old— 
without the consent of tlic minor's parent 
or guardian. It is unlawful for n minor to 
possess o'fireurm' unless Hid minur'hus 
written permission of Ids or iier parent or 
guardian, or is accompanied by a parent or 
guardian while in pos.scssion of the 
weapon. 

Ir also is uidawiul for a person previous- 
ly convicted of a felony to possess a 
firearm. Any person in violatioii of tlic law 
can face five years in prison and a S5.000 
fine. 

A permit is not required for a rifle, sliot- 
gun or handgun. A permit is required to 
carry a concealed weapon. 

According to the National Ccnidr for 
Health Statistics, 31,636 firearm deaths 
were reported in the United Slates in 
1997, down from 32,900 firearm deaths in

“I iliink I scared myself a little 
bit. ... Sitting here now. I’m not really conccmctl about it.” 

Jones, who competed in Helsinki, Finland, on Tliursday, went 23 
feet on her final jump to overtake Adrien Sawyer, who jumped 22- 
4.5. Sawyer had the best American jump iliis year, 22-525. Jones 
was one-half indi sliort of the best jump in the world tliis year by 
Fiona May of Italy.

Tlic rest of llie nation’s 
time-shures arc spread pretty 
evouly throughout most regions 
of the country. 

Of the 1,608 time-share proper- 
ties in the United Slates in 1997, 
about nine timc-shareTcsorts 
were in Michigan, mostly in (lie 
Traverse City and Bcllairc areas, 
according to the American 
Resort Development Association, 

"When considering buying a 
time-share, it's a mistake to look 
at it like real estate (hat has 
appreciation," Larsen said. 

The average price of n limc- 
. share is 510,500 to own one week 


every year for tile rest of the 
buyer's life. Prices vary based on 
time of year, location and size of 
a time-share unit. 

A two-bedroom unit averages 
ab.^iu 58,125 for a wek^-lhc 
low season, 59,042 for the middle 
season and 513,000 for the high 
season. 

Traditionally, buyers put down 
10 percent, then pay the balance 
over (he next seven years, Larsen 
said. Time-share owners also pay 
an annual maintenance fee that 
averages 5350. That fee can be 
u.sed to pay property faxes and 
general upkeep of (he project, ' 
the unit and unit furnishings. 

“Roughly 51 people share the 
ou-nership of a unit, so the upkeep 
and quality of the furnishings 


have to meet tltc standards of oil" 
51 people," Larsen said. And that, 
he added, can get expensve. 

Using (he average price of 
510,500, an individual wlio put 10 
.percent down and paid the 
remainder in seven years at S' 
percent interest, tvould pay near- 
ly 517300 for the time-share unit. 
The average 5350 annual mainte- 
nance fee on a rime-share held 
for 20 years adds anotlicr 57,000 
to the price. That brings the total 
cost to 524,300, or al»ut 51300 
per year, not Including trans- 
portation and food costs. The 
numbers for ‘any particular unit, 
of course, will s-ary depending on 
the price of a time-share, dowm 
payment, loan rates, possible 
maintenance fee increases and 


other faaon. 

There arc two main, types of 


time-sharing pi ax* — deeded 
nondeeded. With a deeded own- 
ership, a buj-cr gets an ownership 
interest in a of real eqate. 
A nondeeded plaiTmeans a buyer 
gets a lease, license or dub mem- 
bership that allows tbc individual 
to use the property for a sperifir 
amount of time odi year fora 
stated number of years. 

If someone wants to resell his 
or her timc-shaie there are a few 
options, klany resorts, particular- 
ly in Florida, wiU help owners 
resell their units, Larsen said. 
Owners also may warn to contact 
the resort’s home owners assoda- ' 
tion to see if another tiiDC-share 
otmer trants another week.

“Parcni.s, gnindparcnts, siblings, 
baby-sitters — anybody who takes 
care diildren sliould know infant 
CPR," said Kristy Burkett, who 
• teaches hew-parendng classes at 
Magic Valley Regional Medical 
Center. 

Upper respiratory infections and 
vomiting can cause diildren to stop 
breathing, as can foreign objects 
stuck in (heir throats. But the No. 1 
risk is sudden infant death syn- 
drome, ivhich strikes diildren from 
ages 2 to 4 months. 

“The best CPR for SIDS is pre- 
vention," Burkett explained. “And 
that’s best done by laying a child 
down on his back when you put 
him in his crib and keeping foreign 
objects like blankets and stuffed 
onumals out of cribs — and not get- 
tin g a cliild too warm.!: 

Wien a, baby. docs. stop.broatli-_ 
ing, liicrc arc CPR techniques ra 
get him started again — but the 
most effective may be straighten- 
ing (he child’s head so (he the air- 
way is open, Burkett said. 

“But never, ever try to sivcep a 
baby’s mouth with-your-fingcr,- 
because his first impulse will be to 
inhale whatever is in his throat 
deeper." 

Infant CPR works on the same 
principle as CPR for older folks, 
except that the back and chest 
tlirusts arc gentler and (he mouth- 
- (o-mouih resusdation involves 
puffs of air, not lungs full. 

“Infant CPR is a very specialized 
technique," Burkett explained. 
“You really need to take a class to 
learn to do it without doing further 
injury to the child." 

Infant CPR is uught only to folks 
over the age of 10, Burkett said, 
but younger children can be uught 
to warn parents or a baby-sitter 
when somcllung is wrong. 

“Even if it’s just going to tell 
someone, that can save a life." 
Burkett said. "Young children can 
be taught (0 dial 9U and explain

If a baby is choking, Burkett says 
carc^vers should first try' to get 
the ^d breathing. If (hat hasn’t 
happened within a minute or so, 
(hen call 911. 

“If an adult is having a heart 
- attack, you need to get the. ambu- 
lance rolling." she said. “But in 
most coses, a child's breathing can 
be restored quickly, and dial's 
what you need to do fiisi." 

But be aware of high fevers, and 
if the baby is obliviously sick, get 
medical attention, Burkett said. 

' “The biggest lip-oH is crying.” 
she said. “If a bal^ can ay. it can 
breathe. If it can’t ay, then there’s 
a problem."

For many <\mcrican fami- 
lies. a trip 10 Grandma's 
house tops ihe list of sum- 
mer-vacation plans. The 
annual trek can mean a 
break from the daily 
demands of parenting for 
-mom-and*dadrnotorlous“ 
spoiling for the kids and o-- 
ycar’s worth of hugs and 
kisses for grandparents. 

But without careful prepa- 
rations. it can also include 
an unexpected detour to the 
• emergency room. Each year 
millions of Idds arc trcaied 
for household accidents sudi 
as poisonings, watcr-rclai^ 
injuries, fallA bums, choking, 
and cuts. To avoid a vacation 
calamity and prevent unin- 
tentional injuries. Dr. Kyle 
Holmes, staff physician in 
the emergency depanmcnl 
at Manchester Memorial 
Hospiial in Connecticut, sa>-s 
grandparents need to child- 
proof their homes before die 
gmndJdds arrive. 

“Grandparents sometimes 
forget how quickly kids love 
to explore and how fast they 
cari get into things." Holmes 
said. “To keep (hem safe, 
you've got to lake a look at 
your environment - inside 
and out - from a kids' per- 
spective and eliminate (he 
haraxds ahead of time."
